1 . Claims 1 - 1 7 are allowable over the prior art of records. 

2. The instant application is deemed to be directed to an unobvious 
improvement over the invention of Pat. No. 6,519,720 and 6,091,527. The 
improvement features include a serial bus system comprising with each of the 
transmitted digital signals being interpreted as a logic zero when a first 
predetermined current waveform is applied to the bus line and being interpreted as 
a logic one when a second predetermined current waveform, which is different to 
the first predetermined current waveform, is applied to the bus line. The examiner 
agreed to allow the case after incorporating the above allowable features into the 
claim 1 .
